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The Hanging of the Kettle. 

There are many farmers in need of 
something convenient to hang a large 
kettle on. Many support the kettle 
on three stones, which is unsatisfac- 
tory, especially if the heat cracks one 
stone and the kettle tips over. The 
accompanying cut Is drawn from & 
photograph I took recently on & neigh- 
boring farm, and !t comes very near 
to explaining itself. The device con- 
sists of three moderately heavy pieces 
of wood for legs, which are attached 
together at the top by a heavy bolt. 
Some six or elgit inches below the 
union of the three legs a heavy clevis 
is secured to the middle leg. From this 
clevis two chains extend downward to 
proper distance and double backward 
to fasten on to the ears of the kettle.

Pruning Rootes of Trees, 

While there may be merit in the 
method of planting known as the 
Stringfellow plan, which provides for 
cutting away most of the roots of the 
young trée as well as the top, it Is a 
plan which does not work well with 
all species of trees nor In all soils. 
As a result the average orchardist will 
stick to the best of the old methods 
which provides for a cutting back of 
the top so as to form a proper head 
and balancing the roots somewhat af- 
ter the manner of the lower cut In the 
illustration, The upper cut shows the 
roots of the two-year-old tree after It

is dug in the nursery and the lower 
drawing shows how all the mass of 
fibrous roots, which would dle anyway 
after exposure to the sun, have been 
cut away and most of the longer roots 
shortened. It !s easier to plant a tree 
prepared in this manner and strong 
young rootlets will form from the ends 
of the roots which were cut, forming 
a mass of roots during the one grow- 
ing season following planting which 
will give the young tree a good start 
in life.—Indianapolis News. 


Fate of the Old Hen. 

After the old hen has ralsed her 
crop of chicks, she is not a fit subject 
for the carcass market. Turn her out 
on the range to get strong and In good 
shape to be fattened for the summer 
or early fall market, if she {ts not to 
be carried through another winter. It 
will cost little or nothing to feed her 
through the coming months and with 
a few months or even two months on 
the range she can be plumped up so 
as to fatten at the smallest possible 
expense, and the carcass will be rea- 
sonably tender and fairly satisfactory 
to the buyer. If she jis not to be set 
again don't be {n a hurry to take her 
away from the chicks. Let her run 
with them as long as they will stay 
with her, for she can do no harm, and 
may be able to help them more or less 
even though they may be half-grown. 
Don't be too quick to say the old hen 
{s no longer useful or profitable.

By the water glass method eggs may 
be preserved, and be In good condition 
for use several months later, although 
they will not pass as strictly fresh 
eggs.

Have the eggs fresh, put them | 
in daily and see that the shells are not 
cracked, Put the water glass solution | 
in the crock and then put in the eggs, 
seeing that the eggs are completely 
covered with the solution at all times, 
When the eggs are taken out of the 
solution rinse them in clean water, 
wipe them dry and they are ready for 
use. 


Growth of Agriculture. | 
According to the statistical abstract 
of the United States, issued from the 
Department of Commerce and Labor, 
there were, in 1900, 5,739,657 farms in 
this country, an Increase of 1,175,016 
in ten years. There were engaged in 
agriculture, In 1900, 10,438,219 persons, 
while In 1890 there were 8,565,926, an 
increase of 1,872,293. The increase in 
the total population for the period 
Stated was 13,071,484, so of this in- | 
crease over 14 per cent must have en- | 
gaged in farming. 

The value of farms and farm prop- 
erty increased from $16,082,267,689 in 
1890 to $20,514,001,888 In 1900, a dif- 
ference of $4,431,784,149. The value 
of farm products Increased §$1,304,070,- 
252, the value in 1900 being $3,764,177,- 
706. This does not include value of 
products not fed to live stock. 

The total number of acres in farms 
in 1900 was 838,591,774, the average 
number of acres to a farm being 146.2, 
while In 1890 it was 136.5. The per 
cent of improved farm land was de- 
creased 8 per cent in the last ten 
years. 

The greatest increase in the number 
of farms has been in the States of Col- 
orado, Arizona, Idaho, Moutana and 
New Mexico, 

In the production of corn and wheat 
there has been a corresponding {n- 
crease. In 1800 there were 1,489,970,- 
000 bushels produced and in 1900 
2,105,102,516 bushels, while of wheat 
in 1890 the crop was 399,262,000 bush- 
els and it increased to 522,220,505 
bushels In 1900, 

Thus it will be seen that whatever 
the gain in commerce and manufac: , 
tures the relative gain in farming has 
held {ts own. Agriculture, too, has 
been lifted to a higher plane than for-! 
merly., It is no longer said that “any- | 
body can farm.” Agriculture {s rapidly | 
attaining the dignity of a profession,

Mr. Cleve'aud on Woman's Clubs. 

Grover Cleveland has contributed an 
article to the May Ladies’ Home Jour 
nal on “Woman's Mission and Wom- 
ans Clubs." The former President 
looks with little favor upon woman's 
clubs. His ideal of a good wife is 
sunimed up in the homely definition: 
“A woman who loves her husband and 
her country with no desire to run 
either.” He does not object to women 
assoclating or co-operating in charita- 
ble, benevolent and religious work lo- 
cal in activities and purposes, He even 
seems willing a woman should belong 
to one or perhaps even two clubs. He 
fears, however, that if she join one 
club she will be tempted to jolu more, 
and will finally get to neglecting her 
home. He regards home making aid 
ehild rearing as the highest missions 
of woman, and he believes “there are 
woman's clubs whose objects and In- 
tents are not only harmful but harm- 
ful In a way that directly menaces the 
Integrity of our homes and the benign 
disposition of our wifehood and moth- 
erhood." 

Mr. Cleveland thinks the rapid 
growth of woman's clubs ts partly due 
to “the widespread and contagious fe- 
ver for change or rearrangement 
which seems to leave no phase of our 
people's life untouched.” He regards 
{t as also in some measure a retalia- 
tlon upon American husbands for sur- 
rendering themselves to business and 
the pursuit of wealth and neglecting 
thelr wives. Left to follow their own 
devices, women have taken up club 
life as a refuge from loneliness and 
monotony. He denounces man’s neg- 
lect of woman as a “dastardly of- 
fense,” but thinks women who forsake 
thelr homes for clubs only make thetr 
situation and thelr children’s fae 
worse.—Chicago Tribune.

with the history of the Constitution 
that the accounts of the battle between 
the Constitution and the Guerrlere fs 
Illustrative of his bravery and courage. 

The conflict took place between’ the 
two boats in 18i2 off the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence. At the vall of the fife and 
the drum, every man upon the Amer!l- 
ean vessel sprang to lis post, Mus- 
kets and pistols were at band and sand 
had been scattered over the deck. 

The Guerriere had already opened 
fire, but Captain Hull waited until he 
was within pistol shot of the enemy. 
Then he fired a whole broadside. As 
a British mast fell, the ships came to- 
gether and the American sailors tried 
to bind them fast. The two vessels 
parted, however, and the remaining 
masts of the Guerriere fell. With great 
holes torn In her sides, the Guerriere 
lay, a total wreck, and soon surren- 
dered to the Constitutlon, The effect 
of this victory was a new confidence 
in the American navy, a sentiment in- 
valuable at the time to the success of 
the war. 


COLOR OF EYE A FACTOR 


Has Much to Do with the Choice ofa 
Helpmeet. 

New theories of unconseclous selec- 
tlon on the part of man and wife— 
like mating with like—as opposed to 
Darwin's idea that men and women 
depend upon their perceptive and In- 
tellectual faculties in choosing each 
other, were propounded by Professor 
Karl Pearson of University College, 
London, at the royal institution, 

He maintained that man has an un- 
conscious tendency to select a wife 
of his own height, with eres of his 
own color, a proportionate span from 
forefinger to forearm corresponding to 
his own, and a constitution of like 
physical vigor. 

These theorles he expounded by 
means of tables and diagrams. 

Among every 1,000 men the color of 
the eyes is divided as follows:

GEGEN. i c:ce.se0.0:8 812 Brown 

The eyes of women are generally 
darker, only 286 of them in every 1,000 
having blue eyes. In these blue-eyed 
people married at random, the result 
would be that they would mate at the 
rate of 104 per 1,000; but he had dis- 
covered that the actual number of 
marriages per 1,000 of blue-eyed per- 
sons was 140, or thirty-six above the 
random average, thus proving that the 
blue-eyed man and the blue-eyed wom- 
an are unconsciously attracted toward 
one another. 

In the same way, men with green- 
ish gray or hazel eyes tend to marry 
women with eyes of like color. 

The average height of a man he 
gave as from sixty-seven to sixty-elght 
inches and that of a woman as sixty- 
two and a half inches, and he contend- 
ed that the average tall man hus a tall 
wife and the short man a short wife. 

“One could hardly imagine a man 
choosing a wife by measuring her 
from forefinger to forefinger,” sald the 
professor, yet his diagrams demon- 
strated that as the span of one in- 
creased so did that of the other. A 
Hke result was produced in the meas- 
urement of thousands of forearms, his 
figures showing that there was a dis- 
tinct tendency on the part of men with 
long forearms to marry wives with 
proportionately long forearms.—Lon- 
don Mail, 


Japanese Imitate I4uch, 

In the organization of their army the 
Japanese copied the German system, 
and in the navy the Englisn and Amer- 
icau. In their code of laws they iml- 
tated La Code Napoleon, and after- 
ward the German principle and meth- 
od. In flance they copied the Ameri- 
can system by adopting our gold, sil- 
ver, nickel, and copper money, and 
they went so far as to copy the green- 
backs from us. ‘Their first paper 
money was made and printed in New 
York in 1870. If you will take up 
those old Japanese greenbacks you will 
find them exactly the same as the 
American, with no difference except in 
the writing.

WONDER OF MODERN JAPAN. 





Thonsand-Mat Hall Erected Out of a 
Single Camphor Tree. 

One of the wonders of Miyajima is 
an enormous structure called Thous- 
and Mat Hal!, a name which means 
that 1,000 of the regulation 8x6 foot 
rice straw mats are required to cover 
{ts floor. All rooms in Japan are meas- 
ured in this way, instead of by feet, 
so In talking about houses one always 
says a “6-mat room" or “344-mat 
room,” until one begins to think In dl- 
visions of 18 square feet. 

Thousand Mat Hall was erected in 
the sixteenth century out of the wood 
}of a single camphor tree, say the Japa- 
“nese records, that are always so full 
of such perfectly wonderful details. 
If this be so, camphor trees must have 
| grown very large in Japan in the six- 
teenth century, since the building rests 
upon a hundred or more piles; each a 
a giant tree trunk in itself, besides 
which the roof is upheld by at least 50 
pillars that were 50 forest monarchs 
once upon a time. Then there Is a 
floor in the structure made of 18,000 
square feet of cedar planks a foot and 
a half wide and five inches thick, so 
one must needs believe that its builder 
outmiracled the miracle of the loaves 
and the fishes if Japan's sober records 
are to count for anything. 

The walls of this ancient hall have 
doubtless echoed the sounds of many a 
priestly orgy, since it adjoins ti» tem- 
ple and ‘gs guarded by a richly wrought 
7-story pagoda, enshrining Amida But- 
su, but the most glorious thing In its 
history seems to be the fact that Hide- 
yoshi, ‘the Napoleon of Japan,” used 
{t for a council chamber during his re- 
markable invasion of Corea. Now it is 
merely a “show place,” standing empty 
and open and gaunt, overlooking the 
sea—a roost for sacred pigeons and 
chattering sparrows. 

It was during the China-Japan war 
that troops first began to be quartered 
on the island, and several regiments, 
for want of better barracks, were en- 
camped In this old historical structure. 
One evening, in half jest, half earnest, 
a soldier nafled his rice ladle (mesh! 
toru) to one of the pillars, with a 
prayer that he and his regiment might 
soon be sent to help conquer (meshi 
toru, with a different inflection) the 
Chinese. His comrades followed his ex- 
ample, and since then it has become a 
custom for every visitor to the hall to 
buy a rice ladle, and, writing bis name 
and date of his visit upon it, with, of 
course, “Dai Nippon Banzai!” tack it 
up somewhere in the vast bullding. 
The effect is better imagined than de- 
scribed, and it {s unique beneath the 
sun.—Leslie’s Weekly.

How New President of American Loco- 
motive Co, Struggied to Study, 
Albert J. Pitkin was not apprentiecd 
because of any disinclination on his 
! part to study, but simply because Lis 
father, a Presbyterian minister with 
a charge now in one town and now in 
another, could not afford to send his 
boy through college, although he de- 
sired to do so. Noting his love for 
mechanics, he did the next best thing, 
and apprenticed him to learn the ma- 
chinist'’s trade. When he was twelve 
years old he was sent to !!ve with hls 
grandfather, In Granville, Ohfo, who 
owned and operated a cabinet-manu- 
facturing shop. This the boy haunted; 
[st became his playground. With re- 
markable cleverness he wade, out of 
wood, machinery that would perform 
different kinds of work. Once, with a 
spinning wheel, which he found in an 
attic, as the principal pulley, and with 
coarse etring for belts, he devised a 
machine by means of which he sawed 
wood, Because of his Ingenuity there 
sprang up, between grandfather and 
grandson, an almost chummy friend- 
ship. He gained his characteristic so- 
briety and serious consideration of 
things through constant association 
with his grandfather—who first taught 
him how to use a chisel and a mallet, 
how to drive a nail through a narrow 
plece of wood without cracking it, and 
how to sandpaper and rub down a 
cabinet to make ready for varnishing. 
When he was only fourteen years old 
he had mastered the constructive de- 
in of the portable engine of ihe 
shop. He could also run the turn- 
ing lathe and other machines. One 
day, while on a visit to Newark, Ohlo, 
/he went through a machine shop. He 
had never before seen metal being 
manufactured into machinery. The 
|rasping and harsh noises of its cut- 
ting were music to his ear, From 
that time forth the cabinet shop was 
barren of attraction, and the dreams 
jis grandfather may have entertained 
of some day taking him into partner- 
ship disappeared as quickly as shay- 
ings in a furnace. He determined to 
| become a machinist, to learn how to 
design machinery, and to become em!- 
nent as an engineer, 
He began as an apprentice at sixty 
cents a day in the Webster, Camp and 
Lane Machine Company's shops, chip- 
iping castings with hand tools, and 
ended by assisting in setting up stu- 
tionary engines in neighboring  vil- 
jlages, and, on the expiration of bis 
time, was engaged at two dollars and 
i} twenty-five cents a day. For his het- 
terment, after a year, he considered it 
wise to avail himself of an opportun- 
Ity to enter the locomotive repair shops 
of the Cleveland, Akron & Columbus 
Railroad. He had always felt the 
common romantic interest in locomo- 
tives, and had delighted to watch thelr 
movements. The locomotive then be- 
came his study. When he crawled 
under one to make repairs it was with 
a student's interest as well as a work- 
man's skill. He familiarized himself 
with the mechanism of all the existing 
styles on that rallroad.—Success, 


A Heavy Pine. 

Under the Elkins law any railroad 
‘company which pays rebates in any 
form, or any shipper who accepts 
them, is liable to a fine of from $1,000 
to $20,000, upon conviction. It also 
prohibits the carrying of freight at less 
than the published tariffs. The inter- 
state commerce commission is empow- 
ered to detect and prosecute violators 
of this statute. President Knapp of 
the Commission states that since this 
law was passed, rebate paying has been 

as rare as forgery.
